212, Senate Office Building. 

Present: Senators Russell (chairman), Byrd, Kefauver, Stennis, 
Symington, and Duff. 

Also present: Verne D. Mudge, William H. Darden, T. Edward 
Braswell, and Herbert S. Atkinson of the committee staff. 

Chairman Russe.u. The committee has for consideration today a 
number of departmental bills, most of which appear to be routine. 

Chairman Russguu. The first bill we will consider is S. 2078, a bill 
to permit Rear Adm. George J. Dufek to occupy command status in 
connection with the forthcoming Antarctic expedition. 

The law provides that a retired naval officer is ineligible for com- 
mand at sea except during time of war and then only when detailed to 
specific command by the President. 

The proposed bill would set aside that provision of law to permit 
Captain Dufek, who upon retirement June 30 would become a rear 
admiral, to continue in his present position as task-force commander 
of the Antarctic expedition under the general supervision of Admiral 
Byrd. 

Admiral Duncan, Vice Chief of Naval Operations, is present to 
make such comment as seems suitable on this measure. 

We are glad to have you here, Admiral, and you make make such 
statement as you see fit with respect to this bill.

A BILL To permit a retired officer of the Navy to be employed in a command status in connection with

Be *t enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That, notwithstanding any other provisions of 
law, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized to employ Rear Admiral George 
John Dufek, United States Navy, retired, in a command status in connection 
with Antarctic expeditions. 


STATEMENT OF ADM. D. B. DUNCAN, UNITED STATES NAVY 


Admiral Duncan. Mr. Chairman, I have a brief statement concern- 
ing the purpose of the bill and the reasons we would like to have it 
enacted which I will read with your permission. 


Mr. Chairman, I shall address my remarks directly to the bill under 
consideration, explain briefly its purposes and the necessity for its 
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enactment and review briefly the circumstances which bring about 
this requirement. 

As stated in the bill, the purpose is to permit a retired officer of the 
Navy to be employed in a command status in connection with an 
Antarctic expedition. 

The bill, as written, is highly restrictive and purposely so. It relates 
to one particular officer for a particular purpose and relates only to 
the matter of the command status of the officer concerned. 

We have statutory authority under the act of August 12,912, and 
later related legislation to employ retired officers on active duty with 
their consent. The grade in which they may be employed is also cov- 
ered by the statutes. We are prevented, however, from utilizing them 
in a command status, particularly in command of naval forces at sea, 
by section 1459 of the Revised Statutes and related legislation, except 
under certain conditions in time of war. We have no desire to modify 
or dilute the effect of these statutes in any way but rather to have 
congressional authority for this single exception for very special 
reasons. 

Pursuant to a governmental decision taken in July of 1954, it was 
determined that the United States would conduct some work in the 
Antarctic largely connected with participation in the activities of the 
International Geophysical Year, and an interdepartmental working 
committee under the National Security Council was formed to initiate 
planning. 

The Navy Department was designated as executive agency of the 
Department of Defense and asked to provide the Department of 
Defense member of the committee and to chair the committee. 

In anticipation of this planning effort, the Navy Department 
formed an Antarctic planning group and called in Capt. George J. 
Dufek, United States Navy, to head up the planning work. 

It was evident to us at the beginning that the officer selected to 
discharge these important responsibilities must have a solid back- 
ground of planning and operational work in the high latitudes, as 
well as wide professional seafaring experience. 

Captain Dufek possesses these ‘qualifications i in high degree. He is 
probably the most experienced operational commander in polar work 
on the active list of the Navy. He has had over 2 years’ planning 
experience and 2 years’ operational experience while serving with 4 
polar expeditions. 

The initial planning in the field related to the voyage made in the 
winter of 1954—55 by the U.S.S. Atka and from this point the planning 
progressed into plans and preparations for a larger expedition to take 
place in the winter of 1955-56 and beyond, the whole program to be 
completed in 1959. 

As the planning progressed and the magnitude and scope of the 
work to be accomplished developed, it became evident that the pur- 
poses of the Government and of the Navy Department would best be 
served by having Captain Dufek command the task forces involved. 
As the committee knows, the normal employment of naval forces does 
not often involve the polar regions, and thus the numbers of officers 
we have experienced in such work is very limited. 

Captain Dufek in aecordance with other provisions of law will go 
on the retired list on the Ist of July 1955 with the rank of rear admiral. 
It is the intent of the Secretary of the Navy, under the authority which 
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is contained in the bill now before the committee, to recall Captain 
Dufek to active duty in his retired rank of rear admiral immediately 
upon his retirement and continue him in command of Task monte 43, 
United States Atlantic Fleet, which has been organized and is now 
being prepared to support the United States participation in the 
International Geophysical Year and to implement the governmental 
policy on Antarctica. 

Because of Captain Dufek’s extensive experience in polar work, 
and his participation in the planning and preparation for this expedi- 
tion, it is considered in the interest of the Government and the Navy 
Department that the authority requested in the bill now before the 
committee be granted by the Congress, and the Navy Department 
earnestly hopes for the early enactment of the bill. The bill has the 
full support of the executive branch of the Government and all 
agencies and departments involved in this endeavor. 

That concludes the statement, Mr. Chairman. 

Chairman Russexu. Are there any questions for Admiral Duncan? 
If not, Admiral, we thank you for your presentation here this morning. 

Thank you very much. 

Admiral Duncan. Thank you, sir, for the eppeekanaty, 

Chairman Russet. We have another bill, S. 107. 

This bill was introduced by our distinguished colleague, the senior 
Senator from Massachusetts, Mr. Saltonstall. It authorized the 
Army to convey to the State of Massachusetts about 66 acres of 
Fort Devens, land connected with Fort Devens. 

This property is to be used for military purposes only. The bill 
contains the usual reservations in the United States, including mili- 
tary rights and the right of use of the property in times of emergency. 

Some technical amendments have been proposed to this bill to 
make it conform to others of this type reported out by the committee 
at this session. 

(S. 107 is as follows:) 


[S. 107, 84th Cong., Ist sess.] 


A BILL To provide for the conveyance of a portion of the Fort Devens Military Reservation, Massa- 
chusetts, to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the Army is authorized to 
convey to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts all the right, title, and interest 
of the United States in and to a tract of land comprising sixty-six acres, more or 
less, together with buildings and improvements thereon, being a portion of Fort 
Devens Military Reservation and being the same property now utilized by the 
Massachusetts National Guard under a license granted by the Secretary of the 
Army, subject, however, to reservation in the United States of all mineral rights, 
including gas and oil, in the land authorized to be conveyed by this Act. 

Suc. 2. The conveyance of the property identified in section 1 of this Act to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts shall be made without consideration therefor 
and upon condition that it shall be used for training of the National Guard and 
the Air National Guard and for other military purposes, and in the event it shall 
not be used for such purposes title thereto shall immediately revert to the United 
States, and, in addition, title to all improvements made by the Commonwealth 

of Massachusetts during its occupancy shall vest in the United States without 
payment of compensation therefor. The deed of conveyance shall also provide for 
such reservations and joint use of facilities as the Secretary of the Army determines 
as necessary for the use and maintenance of Fort Devens and contain the further 
provision that whenever the Congress of the United States shall declare'a state of 
war or other national emergency, or the President declares a state of emergency to 
exist, and upon the determination by the Secretary of Defense that the property 
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so conveyed is useful or necessary for military, air, or naval purposes, or in the 
interest of national defense, the United States shall have the right without charge 
to reenter upon the property and use the same or any part thereof, including any 
and all improvements made by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for a 
period not to exceed the duration of such state of war or national emergency plus 
six months and upon cessation of such use, such property shall revert to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, together with any or all improvements thereon and 
appurtenances appertaining thereto. 

Sec. 3. The cost of any surveys ne essary as an incident of the conveyance 
authorized herein shall be borne by the grantee. 

Chairman Russe.i. The committee has with us Mr. Milton A. 
Pearl from the Office of the Chief of Engineers of the United States 
Army, who will explain the bill. 

You may proceed, Mr. Pearl. 


STATEMENT OF MILTON A. PEARL, OFFICE OF CHIEF OF 
ENGINEERS, UNITED STATES ARMY 


Mr. Praru. Mr. Chairman, as stated, S. 107 has as its purpose the 
conveyance to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts of a portion of 
Fort Devens that is now being utilized by the Commonwealth for the 
Training of its National Guard. The use of 66.57 acres of land that 
is the subject of this bill together with 21 buildings were licensed by 
the Secretary of the Army to the Commonwealth in 1947 for a 5-year 
term. 

In 1952 a new license was issued for a further 5-year term. The 
property being utilized for National Guard purposes is not required 
for any Department of the Army use and is excess to the Department’s 
needs. 

Since the Commonwealth has a long-range requirement for the 
property, for its National Guard, and Air National Guard and will 
utilize it for such purpose or other military purposes, and the facilities 
will be available to the United States in the event of an emergency, 
the Department of Defense interposes no objection to the enactment 
of this bill which also contains authorization for reservation by the 
United States in the deed of rights necessary for the continued use of 
Fort Devens and also reservation of mineral rights. 

Chairman Russe.v. Is there any provision in the bill that would 
permit the United States in time of emergency to preempt this property 
and recapture it? 

Mr. Peart. Yes, sir. 

Chairman Russetit. Any questions of Mr. Pearl with respect to 
this measure? 

If not, we will proceed to H. R. 3825. This bill passed the House on 
May 17. 

(H. R. 3825 is as follows:)

AN ACT To make retrocession to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts of jurisdiction over certain land 
in the vicinity of Fort Devens, Massachusetts 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the United States hereby makes retrocession 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts of concurrent ‘jurisdiction over the 
following-described land: 

Parcel ‘‘A”’: A parcel of land in the town of Harvard, comprising a portion of 
the original reservation of Fort Devens, shown on sheet numbered 1 of a plan 
on file in the Office of the Corps of Engineers, New England Division, at Boston, 
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Massachusetts, as number MED-PA-638, dated May 1946, said parcel being 
located in the northernmost portion of said original reservation and being bounded 
and described as follows: 

Beginning at a stone bound in the boundary line of the aforesaid reservation 
marking a point of curvature in the southerly location line of the right-of-way 
of the Fitchburg and Leominster Street Railway and extending thence by said 
boundary southeasterly by a curve to the left of 1,025.00 feet radius 222.45 feet 
to a point; thence leaving said boundary line and extending north 83 degrees 32 
minutes 58 seconds west 520.53 feet to a point on the dividing line between the 
towns of Harvard and Shirley as approximately located by the Nashua River; 
thence following said dividing line north 55 degrees 52 minutes 17 seconds east 
110.22 feet to the aforesaid boundary line; thence returning by said boundary 
line south 71 degrees 6 minutes 53 seconds east 221.30 feet to the point of begin- 
ning; containing about 15,000 square feet. 

Parcel ‘‘B”’: A parcel of land in the town of Shirley, comprising a portion of 
tract numbered 201, shown on sheet numbered 1 of a plan on file in the Office of 
the Corps of Engineers, New England Division, at Boston, Massachusetts, as 
number NED—PA-638, dated May 1946, said parcel being located in the north- 
easterly corner of said tract and being bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at a stone bound marking the northeasterly corner of the boundary 
line of said tract and extending thence by said boundary line south 27 degrees 36 
minutes 2 seconds east 55.34 feet; thence leaving said boundary line and extending 
south 67 degrees 31 minutes 31 seconds west 619.41 feet to a point again on said 
boundary line; thence returning by said boundary line north 62 degrees 23 min- 
utes 58 seconds east 616.93 feet to the point of beginning; containing about 
17,070 square feet (the above-described parcels of land being the same parcels 
covered by a grant from the Secretary of War to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, dated June 18, 1947, authorized by the Act of Congress approved July 5, 
1884 (23 Stat. 104)). 

Parcel “C’’: A parcel of land comprising a portion of the Fort Devens Reser- 
vation, bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the westerly boundary of said reservation (in the town 
of Lancaster) at bound numbered 39 thereof, and extending thence (along said 
boundary between said bound numbered 39 and bound numbered 40) north 60 
degrees 32 minutes 27 seconds east 623.39 feet; thence leaving said boundary and 
extending (partly in Lancaster and partly in Harvard) south 79 degrees 15 minutes 
41 seconds east 1,074.93 feet; thenee in Harvard north 48 degrees 32 minutes 49 
seconds east 368.43 feet; thence north 23 degrees 41 minutes 23 seconds east 
375.84 feet; thence south 73 degrees 6 minutes 56 seconds east 90.00 feet; thence 
south 3 degrees 1 minute 55 seconds east 502.16 feet; thence south 15 degrees 
29 minutes 11 seconds east 533.03 feet; thenee south 51 degrees 39 minutes 51 
seconds east 496.49 feet; thence south 79 degrees 15 minutes 41 seconds east 
5,656.00 feet; thence by a curve to the left of 2,400.29 feet radius 524.96 feet to 
a point on the northwesterly location line of the right-of-way of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad (Worcester to Ayer); said right-of-way location line also marking 
the easterly boundary of the aforesaid Camp Devens Military Reservation, and 
said point bearing north 6 degrees 40 minutes 47 seconds east and being 101.06 
feet distant from station 1314+ 79.63 of the base line of said railroad right-of-way; 
thence following said railroad location line southwesterly by a curve to the left, 
as shown on plan, of 1,951.33 feet radius 5.87 feet; thence south 30 degrees 45 
minutes 59 seconds west 151.40 feet, north 59 degrees 14 minutes 1 second west 
16.50 feet and south 30 degrees 45 minutes 59 seconds west 85.78 feet; thence 
leaving said railroad location line and returning westerly by a curve to the right 
of 2,600.29 feet radius 423.91 feet; thence north 79 degrees 15 minutes 41 seconds 
west 6,534.00 feet; thence (partly in Harvard and partly in Lancaster) south 67 
degrees 1 minute 10 seconds west 1,415.90 feet; thence (in Lancaster) north 47 
degrees 47 minutes 4 seconds west 949.51 feet to a point on the aforesaid westerly 
boundary of Fort Devens Military Reservation, on the line between bounds 
numbered 37 and 38 thereof; thence by said boundary line north 70 degrees 
11 minutes 26 seconds east 202.26 feet to the said bound numbered 38, and thence 
north 4 degrees 41 minutes 41 seconds west 503.20 feet to the point of beginning 
above described, at the aforesaid bound numbered 39. 

The area of the above-described parcel is 91.20 acres of which 43.77 acres are 
in Lancaster and 47.43 acres are in Harvard. 

The above-described parcel is shown on a plan signed by P. H. Kitfield, chief 
engineer, and entitled, ‘‘The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Plan of Land in 
the Towns of Lancaster and Harvard, Worcester County, in Which an Easement 
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for Highway Purposes Is To Be Conveyed to the Commonwealth by the United 
States of America. Scale: 100 feet to the inch.”’ (The above-described parcel 
of land being the same parcel covered by grant from the Secretary of the Army to 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, dated May 22, 1950, authorized by section 
7 of the Act of Congress approved July 24, 1946 (60 Stat. 643)). 

Sec. 2. The retrocession of jurisdiction herein contained shall take effect upon 
acceptance by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Passed the House of Representatives May 17, 1955.

H. R. 3825—Concurrent JurIsDICTION Over LANDs, VICINITY OF 
Fort Devens, Mass. 


Chairman Russexu. The bill authorizes the United States to retro- 
cede concurrent jurisdiction to the State of Massachusetts over three 
parcels of the property in Fort Devens. It is claimed that this 
authority is necessary to enable the State of Massachusetts to patrol 
for police purposes the highways which are located on the described 
parcels. 

The State of Massachusetts already has an easement for highway 
purposes over these lands. ‘This bill is similar to that which we passed 
at the last session under like circumstances with respect to Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base, Ohio. 

Mr. Pearl is the departmental witness on this bill also and Mr. 
Pearl, you may proceed to give the Department’s views on the measure. 

Mr. Pear. Mr. Chairman, this bill proposes to retrocede to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts concurrent jurisdiction over three 
parcels of land in Fort Devens now being utilized by the Common- 
wealth for road or highway purposes pursuant to easement grants 
from the Secretary of the Army. 

Exclusive jurisdiction over these lands had previously been granted 
by the Commonwealth to the United States. Two of the parcels in- 
volve lands upon which is located a road shown as the Shirley-Mitchell- 
ville Highway and concurrent jurisdiction over the major portion of 
that highway has previously been retroceded to the Commonwealth 
under authority of the act of Congress approved May 23, 1950. This 
bill would add two other parcels that were not included in that act 
and had been included in a grant of easement by the Secretary subse- 
quent to the original grant. 

In addition pending legislation includes that portion of Highway 
No. 2 that traverses Fort Devens and Highway No. 2 as a high-speed 
highway connecting Boston with Fort Devens and the West. 

This highway has also been constructed by the State under a grant 
of easement from the Secretary and the bill would authorize the retro- 
cession of concurrent jurisdiction over the highway. The purpose of 
the retrocession of concurrent jurisdiction over the highway would be 
to enable the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to exercise complete 
control over the entire route of each of the 2 highways involved, the 2 
highways are used primarily by civilian traffic and the Department 
interposes no objection to the enactment of the legislation. 

Chairman RussEe.ui. Does the Commonwealth have.the responsibil- 
ity for the maintenance of these highways? ' 

Mr. Peart. Yes, sir. 

Chairman Russeti. Any questions of Mr. Pearl? 

Thank you, Mr. Pearl. 
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Mr. Peart. Thank you, sir. 

Chairman Russe.tu. The committee will now proceed to hearings 
on H. R. 4294.

AN ACT TO amend section 640 of title 14, United States Code, concerning the interchange of supplies

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 640 of title 14, United States Code, 
is amended by inserting the term “Air Force,” immediately after the term ‘‘Navy,”’. 

Passed the House of Representatives May 17, 1955.

H. R. 4294—AmeEenpb1nG Untirep States Cope Tro Inctupe& Arr Force 
FOR INTERCHANGE OF SupPLIES BETWEEN ARMED ForcEsS 


Chairman Russeuu. This bill passed the House May 19. Its 
purpose is to correct an ommission in the act of August 4, 1949. 
That act authorizes the interchange of supplies and real property 
without reimbursement between the Army, Navy, and the Coast 
Guard. 

Through inadvertence the Air Force was omitted from the 1949 
act, which codified all prior legislation on this subject. 

This bill, therefore, proposes to add the Air Force to the Depart- 
ments which may interchange property. 

At the present time interchange on the part of the Air Force is made 
under the more general authority of the Federal Property Adminis- 
trative Services Act of 1949. 

The committee has with us Mr. Joseph A. Pieper, of the Installations 
Division, Department of the Air Force, to make a statement with 
respect to the Department of Defense’s views on this bill. 

You may proceed, Mr. Pieper. 


STATEMENT OF JOSEPH A. PIEPER, INSTALLATIONS DIVISION, 
DEPARTMENT OF AIR FORCE 


Mr. Pieper. Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the committee, I 
would like to read a prepared statement with your permission. 

Chairman Russeutu. Very well. 

Mr. Pieper. My name is Joseph A. Pieper. I appreciate this op- 
portunity to appear before your committee aad to present the views of 
the Department of Defense in support of this bill, which is entitled 
‘A bill to amend section 640 of title 14, United States Code, concerning 
the interchange of supplies between the Armed Forces.”’ 

The proposed bill would clarify the authority of the Air Force to 
interchange military stores, supplies, and equipment of every char- 
acter, including real estate owned by the Government between the 
Army, Navy, and Coast Guard by amending section 640 of the Coast 
Guard Act (14 U.S. C. 640) to include the Air Force. 

The act of July 11, 1919, as amended (41 Stat. 132; 10 U.S. C, 
1274), authorized the Army, Navy, and Coast Guard to— 


interchange, without compensation therefor, * * * military stores, supplies, and 


equipment of every character, including real estate owned by the Government 
re 
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This authority was made applicable to the Department of the Air 
Force by the National Security Act of 1947 and transfer orders issued 
thereunder. 

By the act of August 4, 1949 (63 Stat. 495), the act of July 11, 1919, 
as amended, was codified as section 640 into the Coast Guard Act. 

In this connection, it is noted that under section 202 (c) of the Fed- 
eral Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949, as amended 
(63 Stat. 384; 40 U.S. C. 483), provision is made for the reassignment 
of property within an executive agency when it is “‘no longer required 
for the purposes of appropriation from which it was purchased.”’ 

It is considered appropriate and advisable, however, to permit the 
Air Force to effect the interchange of property under section 640 of 
title 14, United States Code, thereby establishing uniformity in the 
interchange of properties of all kinds between all military departments 
and the Coast Guard. 

This concludes my statement. 

Chairman Russett. Any member of the committee have any 
question he desires to propound to Mr. Pieper? 

If not, we thank you, Mr. Pieper. 
Mr. Pierer. Thank you. 


Nominations No. 202, 201, 185, 203 


Chairman Russe.ut. Gentlemen, this is the period of the year 
when we generally receive nominations for Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the committee has received the nominations of Admiral Radford and 
General Twining to continue in the posts that they hold at the present 
time, the nomination of Gen. Maxwell Taylor of Missouri to be 
Chief of Staff of the Army, and Admiral Burke to be Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

This committee has had no consistent policy with respect to having 
these officers who are nominated for Chiefs of Staff to appear before 
the committee. 

For that reason I have not made any arrangements this morning 
to have any of these nominees here. 

I believe that members of the committee know practically all of 
these men, but the question now before us is whether or not the com- 
mittee wishes to act on these nominations today or whether you wish 
to hold hearings and to have any one of these nominees to appear 
before us. 

The effective dates of these appointments or reappointments are 
as follows: 

Admiral Radford takes effect August 15. 

General Twining, June 30. 

General Taylor, June 30. 

Admiral Burke, August 17. 

Senator Srennis. I believe General Taylor has been before this 
committee, has he not, within the last 12 or 18 months? 

Chairman Russexu. I have seen him here. I get confused as to 
time and appearances but I know he was here a number of times. 

Senator Stennis. I know he impressed us here when he came back 
from Korea. 1 have no desire to call him in. If you don’t think it is 
waiving a prerogative. 
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Chairman Russe.u. We have had no custom in that regard. We 
have had what might be called a rule. If any member of the com- 
mittee has requested their appearance, they have appeared, but in 
some cases there have not been any requests. 

Senator Stennis: The only question I have heard raised is, and I 
don’t raise the question myself except to mention it, the Admiral 
being stepped forward, I believe 90 paces, 90 units ahead. But I 
don’t object to that system myself. 

Chairman Russe... I think General Taylor also was stepped over 
a number who had seniority, although not so much. 

Senator Stennis. I don’t question that system myself, because I 
assume there are good reasons. 

Chairman Russexiu. That is a question that goes more to the 
Department than the nominees themselves. 

Senator Byrp. That may show they have very unusual ability. 

Chairman Russe.u. We hope that is what it demonstrates. 

If there is no demand that these nominees be heard, we will consider 
them when we go into executive session. 

Senator Symington and Senator Duff have labored earnestly and 
very effectively, in the opinion of the Chair, as members of a sub- 
committee in a very important field. Senator Symington, did you 
wish to make that report this morning? 

Senator Symineton. Mr. Chairman, could we take it up in executive 
session if it meets with your approval? 

Chairman Russet. If you prefer, we will go into executive session. 

I don’t know what your wishes were. Inasmuch as you and Senator 
Duff were in complete agreement, I assumed there would not be any 
controversy in the committee. 

Senator Durr. There will be none in the committee. 

Senator Symineron. That’s right, sir. 

Chairman Russen.. That being the case, the committee will now 
go into executive session and request our visitors to clear the room. 

(Whereupon, at 11 a. m., the committee went into executive 
session.) 

(The nominations above referred to were subsequently unani- 
mously reported by the committee in executive session.)
